[ Have ſearched the Four Evangeliſt, 
Matthew, Mark, Luke, and Fohn, and 
the reſt of the New Teſtament through- 
Ip, concerning this Matter, about which 
many Profeſſors are ſo Hor aud Zealous, 
and I do not find plain and ſubſtantial 
Ground for what they ſo earneſtly con- 
trend about : I alſo obferve, it is not long 
fince many ſuffered Martyrdom here in 
England, becauſe they believed not as the 
Roman:Catholicks,1o called, did believe, in 
Q. Mary's Days ; and I remember, the 
Presbyterians, in the time Of Oliver Crom- 
well, were very {tri about it, and exami- 
ned People of their Faith,Hope, and ſuch 
like ; and whom they liked, or approved 
+ of, were admitted; but after a ſhort time 
&. they left their Flocks,' fled away, and 
= were lilent: Then in came the a 
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Men, and they were for having all ro 


# come and take Bread and Wine with 


them; bur che other ſort were only for 
admitting fuch, as they, upon Examina- 
tion, judged worthy : But ſome of both 
cry out againſt the Qzakers, (ſo called) 
becauſe they do not come under- their 
Miniſtry of this Ordinance, fo called ; 
and ſay, we deny the Lord's Supper, 
or coming to the Lord's Supper ; and 
therefore do they rage againſt us very 
ſore. And I fee many People are too 
willing to lye at eaſe in a dead ſtare in 


fin, and are not concerned in Heart, to 
ſeek unto the Lord for Wiſdom and Un- 
 derſtanding z yet for the ſake of all ſuch

Meat that endureth unto Everlaſting 
Life, which the Son of Man. ſaid -he 
Tm {hould 
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ſhould give, (mark ſhould give) not (ell 
unto you ; for him hath God the Father 
| » iealed; and V. 32. My Father giveth you 
the true Bread from Heaven, but Meſes 
gave them not that Bread from Heaven. 

Again, the Bread of God, is he that 
cometh down from Heaven, and giveth 
Life unto the World. Again V. 35. Feſus 
ſaid unto them, I am the Bread of Life ; he 
that cometh unts me ſhall never hunger, and 

* be that believes on me ſball never thirſt. A- 
gain, If any Man eat of this Bread, he ſhall 
live for ever; and the Bread that I will give 
is my Fleſh, for the Life of the World ; and 

except ye eat the Fleſh of the Son of Man, and 
' alrink his Blood, ye have no Life in you ;, who- 
fo eatech my Fleſh, and drinketh my Blood, 
hath Eternal Life, and T will raiſe him up 

at the laſs Day ; for my Fleſh is Meat in- 

' deed, and my Blood is Drink indeed ; he that 
eateth my Fleſh, and drinketh my Blood, 
dwelleth in me, and [ in him. 

Now conſtder that Bread that Moſes 
gave, they that ate it died, but he thar 
eats'of the Bread that Chriſt giveth ſhall 
never die. Pray kt me ask, What is 
the Bread that you break, is it Livin 
Bread ? Or is it Unleavened Bread, Palſ- 
fover-Bread 2 If it be not Unleavened - 

Bread 
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Bread, it is not Paſſover-Bread ; andif ſo, *! 
then nor the Bread that Chriſt at Supper 
broke, bleſs'd, and gave; and it not chat 
Bread, then where's your Foundation for 
your Bread ? 

5. If it be not that Bread, are you ſure 
that Chriſt's Bleflings goes along with 
ir? For I am ſenlible, many live very 
wickedly, that eats of the Bread the 
Prieſt fells; and drinks of the Cup the 
Prieſt ſells, both before and after, and 
there's no Appearance of Eternal Lite ; 
and if it were Unleavened Bread, ſuch 
as they eat at the Poſſover, ſuch as Chriſt 


 bleſ&'d, brake, and gave them; yer it is 


not Living Bread, nor can it give Life . 
Ecernal to them that eat it: And there- 
fore in the laſt and great Day of Feaſting 
of this Bread and Wine, Jeſus ſtood up 
and cried, If any Man thirſt, let him come 
unto me and drink : He that believes on me, 


as the Scripture hath ſaid, out of bis Belly 


ſhall flow Rivers of Living Water : But this 


ſpoke he of the Spirit, not of Elementary 
Water, which they that believed on him 
ſhould receive; for the Holy Ghoſt was. 
not yet given, becauſe Jeſus wasnot then 


elorihed. 
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6. But now Jeſus Chriſt is glorified, 
and the Holy Ghoſt is given; then whi- 
ther muſt we now go? Muſt we yet run 
to Moſes, for the Bread that periſheth; or 
ro Chrif, tor the Bread that endures to 
Everlaſting Life? Muſt we that believe 
on Chriſt, and know the Holy Ghoſt is 
given, even the Spirit of Adoption, by 
which we cry, Abba, Father, and that 
God hath glorified his Son Jeſus Chriſt ; 
Ifay. Muſt we now go to Moſes for Wa- 
cer 2 Or to Fohzs either ? Did any bur 
Chriſt, or can any other than Chriſt, 
give us this Living Water? (If not) then 
let us go unto him, who is Faithful, that 
promiſed, that we may drink of the Wa- 
cer he gives; all drink into, or of one 
Spirit. Oh thar Men did know this Li- 
ving Bread, and this Wine, or Living 
Water! Then they would ſay, Lord, 


evermore give us of this Bread, and of | 


this Water, that we may eat and drink 
in thy Kingdom, and live for ever. 
For they that know this Bread, they 
know it by eating of it; and ſo they 
tate of the Goodneſs'of the Lord, and 
of his Divine Sweetnefs: This Know-

(If fo) 
Chriſt ſaid,- Labour not for the Bread that 
periſhes, but for the Bread that entlures unts 
Everlaſting Life, which the Son of Man 
ſhall give unto you, John 6: 27. 
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Was not the Urleavened Bread (that 
Moſes gave) Bread that periſhes? And 
pray, wherein doth Chriſt exceed Moſes, 
if he give.them nor Bread that far ex- 
cels XL/es's Bread ? I tell you, Our Spi- 
ritual Adffes 1s come, that far exceeds 
Temporal Mefes, as the Subſtance exceeds 
the Type or Shadow ;z and he gives us 
Spiritual Bread, and Spiritual Drink, the 
fame that Moſes, and all that was with 
him in the Cloud, and in the Sea, did 
eat and drink of; as the Apoſtle affirms, 
t Cor. 10. 3, For they all eat of the ſame 
Spiritual Meat, and did all drink of the ſame 
Spiritual Drink; for they drank of that Spe 
ritual Rock that followed them, and that 
Rock was Chriff. Now, it's clear from 
this Apoiile, he was preaching of Spiri- 
tual Mear and Drink to them, and the 
Spiritnal Rock, Chrift ; and faid, They 
(meaning Moſes, and all thar was with 
him) did all ent of the ſame, What ? The 
fame Spiritual Meat and Drink, that the 
Apokile and Diſcipks of Chriſt did cat 
and drink of: Then, if the fame, it is. 
SHiritval, not Ourward or Temporal 
Meat and Drink, but Spiritual: Here's 
the Neat indeed, and the Drink indeed, 
Garifſt ſpoke of, as aforcfaid. Now let

Wherefore, my dearly 


beloved, flee from Idolatry ; T ſpeak as-to wiſe 
Men, judge ye what I ſay : The Cup of Bleſ- 


ſing which we bleſs, is it not the Communion 


of the Blood of Chriſt? The Bread which we 


break, is it not the Communion of the Body 


of Chriſt ? For we (mark, we) being many, 
are one Bread, and one Body; for we are all 
partakers of that one Bread, Now, here I 
might fay ſomething to Wiſe Men ; bur 
not 'to_ the Wiſe and Prudent "of this 
World, for they will not receive it. But 
ler me ask, Wherein ſtands theCommu- 
nion and Unity of Chrift's Followers ? 
Is it not in Chriſt? And are they Wiſe 
Men that live in an outſide formal Pro- 
feſſion of Chriſt, and do not partake of 


| the Fleſh and Blood of Chriſt, do norear 


of this Spirituai Meat, and drink of this 
Spiritual Drink, here ſpoken of, in the 
Chaprer aforeſaid ? For I am certain,none 
but Wiſe Men know whar it is; that is, 


they who are made Wiſe by or with the 


Wiſdon thar's from above. And it's ve- 
ry lamentable to behold, that any ſhould 
be ſo afleep, :as to think they ear and 
drink, and be contented ; altho' they 
find, they are empty of Chrift, (whois 
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this Spiritual Rock, whoſe Fleſh is Meat 
indeed, and whoſe Blood is Drink in- 
deed) are empty ofghis Life, Power, Vir- 
rue, Spirit, Wiſdom, Righteouſneſs, ec. 
Theſe fit in Darkneſs, and ſee no Light; 
for they that ſleep, ſleep in the Night ; 
and they that are drunk with the Fruits 
of the wild Grape, (or blind Opinions of 
wiid-headed Edomites) that are hunting 
in their Airy, Earthly Wiſdom, among(t 
. the high Netioniſts, who have been greatly 
exalted in the dark Night of Apoſtacy, 
theſe are drunk in the Night. 

But let,me ask a little further ; Pray 
what isthis Cup of Bleſſing? Is it an out- 
ward Cup ? (If ſo) then why cannor 
Men that drink of this Cup, drink alſo 
of che Cup of Devils? And pray. what 
15 the Table of the Lozxd ?- Is it outward ? 
(If 10) then; why cannot Men partake of 
che Lord's Table, and the. Table of De- 
vils? Conſider it ; for the Table of the 
Lord is Spiritual, and none but Spiritual 
Men Can partake of it : The. Natural. Man 
knows not the things of the Spirit of God.; 
neither indeed, ſaid the Apoltle, -can be, for 
they are ſpiritually diſcerned; and theretase 


only difcerned by the. Spiritual Man, in Þ. 


whom the 'Spirit of God dwells; ſee 
| I Cor, 
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x Cor. 2.9, 10, 11, 12,13, 14415. God, 
who is 2 Spirit, hath a Spiritual Table, 
furniſhed with Spixitual Meat, and with 
Spiritual Drink, forall his Spiritual Babes, 
Sons and Daughters, who are Born of the 
Spirit, and have Food provided for them, 
according to the Nature of the Seed they 
are Born of : For the Birth being Spiri- 
cual, it muſt needs be granted, that the 
Meat and Drink it feeds upon muſt needs 
be Spiritual alſoz elſe how.can it agree 
or ſuit with the Nature of this Birth ? 
For God is a God of Order; and;hath 
placed all things in good Order; both in 
Heaven, and in Earth ;.ſo that there is 
no Communion between the Spiritual 
and the Natural Man, neither can they 
feed togethen: For ev ery. Creature hath 


irs Food according to. its: Nature z: the ©: 


Fiſh: of the. Sea cannor feed-upon. the 
Land, inor can the Beaſts of the Field 
feed in the Sea;z no more can the Chil- 
dren of God feed at the Table of Devils, 
nor can the Children of the Devil feed 


..atthe Table of the Lord, neither do they 
.know ir. . Now what. is the Devils Ta- 
:ble? For I find. freedom to (be a little 
plain: Ler us ſee if we can ſhew wicked :

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ed One, whar their Father's Table is; 
and that we may do it in ſhort, let us ſee || 
who are his Childreg for the Childrens } a 
Food is according to, and ſuitable with, | { 
their Nature : Now his Children are | { 
theſe, and called by theſe Names, 1 Cor. 
6, 9, 10. Unrighteows, Fornicators, Idolaters, 
Adulterers, Effeminate, Abuſers of themſelves 
with Mankind, Thieves, Covetoas, Drunk- 
ards, Revilers, Extortioners, Malicious, En- 
wviers, Haters of thoſe that are good, Mur- 
 derers, Deceivers, Haters of God, Proud, In- 
wenters of Evil Things, Diſobedient to Pa- 
rents, without Underſtanding, Covenant- 
Breakers, without Natural Aﬀetion, Im- 
Placable, Unmerciful ;- who knowing the 
Tudgment of God, that they who commit 
ſuch things are worthy of Death ; not only 
do the [ame, but have pleaſure in thoſe that 
do them, Rom.

'the Devil he hath a Table to feed theſe 
ar, (where?) im the World ; therefore 
all theſe love the World : But the Love 
Of God js not in them; neither do they 
tove one another, bur love ſelf, af rd 
| telf= 
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ſelf-ended, and love to obtain their 
worldly Ends; and when they ſhew in 
appearance to love ome another, it is for 
ſome ſelfiſh, worldly End: So the Devil 
feeds them with worldly things; for he 
knows, they love the Dainties of this 
World, worldly Honours, Pleaſures, Pro- 
fits, Riches, and Vanities; fo the World 
is very taking with bad People of all 
fortss Now the Devil would have pre- 


| vailed with our Lord Jeſus Chriſt to have 


fed at his Table, and he ſhewed him his 
fineſt Dainties, the World, and the Glory 
thereof, and offered to give it him, if he 
would falt down and worſhip him; but 
Chriſt faſted all the Forty Days he was 
in the Wilderneſs, and did eat nothing,

So it's clear, they whoſe Minds are 


feeding here, are Carnally-minded, live

whar it is to feed at che Table of the 
Lord; nor do they believe the People of 
God have ſuch Paſtures to feed in, fuch 
a Table ſo ſpread, fuch a Banquering- 


houſefo full of Sweet-meats, and Divine 
; Svirituat

Spiritual Drinks, as they have, where 
they fit together in Heavenly Places in 
Chrift Jeſus ; who hath compelled them 
to come to the Wedding-Dinner of the 
.great King, and the Marriage-Supper of 
the Lamb, every one having on the 
Wedding-Garment. Ok! the things of 
God are good and precious Things, du- 
rable, laſting Riches, yea, Everlaſting ; 


and they that are come to partake of | 


them, theſe look not at things that are 
feen, which are Temporal ; but at things 
not ſeen, which are Eternal, 2 Cor. 4.18. 
For the Alpha and Omega is Come, the 
Firſt and the Laſt, the Beginning and the 
End. Pray what is he, the Laſt, or the 
End. of, if nor of all Shadows, Types, 
Figures, and Changeable Things, as well 
as of Sin? For if Sin had never enter'd, 
theſe had not had place in the Church : 
And now he is come that takes away 
Sin; and where Sin is taken away, there 
he that was before Sin was, comes to be 
again in Man, as he was in the beginning. 
And how was he then 2 Was there any 
Types, Figures or Shadows then, whilſt 
Man kept his State in which he was 
made, whilſt Chriſt the Word, the In- 
corruptible Seed, was Head, Lord, King, 
_ *R—_— 
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and all in him? Then there was no out- 
ward Law of Moſes ; but that was added 
becauſe of Sin, until the Seed Chrift came 
again, tO put an end to Sin, and finiſh 
Tranfgreflion, and bring in Everlaſting 
Righteouſneſs again, Gal. 3. 19. So to 
him muſt the Types, Figures, yea, and 
the Law that was added, give place; and 
he only be exalted, for he is worthy ; 
who not only bore our Sins on his own 
Bqdy on the Tree, but the Curſe of the 
Law likewiſe. | 

Bur ſome may ſay, Pau! ſpeaks of the 
Lord's Supper in z Cor. 11.23. that what 
he received of the Lord, was that which 
he alſo delivered unto them: What was 
that? Why it was this, That the Lord Fe- 
ſas, the ſame Night iwwhich hewas Betrayed, 
took Bread, and when he had given Thanks, 
he broke it, and ſaid, Take, eat ; this w my 
Body, which « broken for you'g this doin re- 
membrance of me. After the ſame manner 
he alſo took the Cup, ſaying, This Cup is the 
New Teſtament in my Blood ; this do ye, as 
often as ye drink it, in remembrance of me: 
For as often as ye eat this Bread, and drink 
this Cup, .ye do ſhew forth the Lord's Death 
ell be come, Wherefore, whoſoever ſhall eat 
7215 Bread, and drink this Gup of the Lord 
Ns 


unworthily, ſhall be guilty -of the Body and 
' Blood ef Chriſt; but let a man examine 
himſelf, aud ſo let him eat of this Bread, and 
drink of this Cup ; for be that eateth un- 
worthily, eateth and drinketh Damnation to 
himſelf, nit diſcerning the Lord's Body. 

Now I defire to know, if any thing 
can be more plain than that the Paſlo- 
ver did ſhew forth the Lord's Death ill 
he came ; and as before, the breaking 
of Bread, the ſlain Lamb withour ble- 
miſh, anJ the Cup, was not all this inthe 
Paſſover, and ſhewed the Lord's Death 
till he came ?. Bur now he is come, and 
and hath raſted Death for every Man ; 
was dead, bur is alive ,and lives for ever- 
more,-Death hath no more Dominion 
over him he died unto Sin, or for our 
Sins once ; but he liveth unto God, yea, 
is God, and: lives for evermore. 

So that except Men (like the outward 
Few) believe he is not come, how can 
they now live in the uſe of that Figure, 
which ſhewed forth his; Death ill he 
came ; well then, but did not this Apo- 
ftle, and the Church of Corinth, come to 
the Lords Table and Supper? 4nſwer, 
They did ſome of them, but thoſe thar 
did Sup with him, muſt needs do it in 
the Kingdom of God; for he ate no

: Fobn 5. 20. $0 that it ſeems contradt-

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more, nor drank no more, as he faid he

Iſrael; and He alone is eſtabliſhed a Prieſt 
for ever, of an Unchangeable Prieſthood; 
not Changeable nor Finite, but for ever, 
of an Unchangeable Prieſtood z mark ye, 
bur not after the Order of 4aron, nor af- 
ter the Order of Fob», but after the Or- 
der of Melchizedec, who met Abraham, 
and bleſſed him; him that overcame, 


that overcomes to fit with him in his 
Throne, as he hath overcome, and is ſet 
down in his Father's Throne. Not 
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and bleſſed him ; and will give to him: 
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| Not after the Order of a Carnal Come | 
mandmentr, but after the Power of an 
Endleſs Life: This is the Sun that cloathes 
the Woman, who hath the Moon under 
her Feet, therefore all changeable Dip-- 
pings with Water ; and the leaſt in his 
Kingdom, is greater than Fehy, tho* he 
was more than a Prophet. | 

Alſo in Mark 1.8. <1 indeed have bap- 
© rized you with Water, but He ſhall 
© baptize you with the Holy Ghoſt. 

Alfo Luke 3. 16. ©I indeed baptize 
* with Water, but one mightier than I 
* cometh; the Latcher of whoſe Shoe I 
*am not worthy to unlooſe, He ſhall 
' [mind] baptize you with the Holy 
* Ghoſt and Fire. 

But he ever takes Water-Baptifm to.

Hhen John had firft preached before bis Com- 
ing the Baptiſm of Repentance to all the People 
of Iſrael: Mind ye, all ye Baptizers in 
Water, when Chriſt was raiſed unto [/- 
rae, when John had firſt preached before 
his Coming : Mark, Fohn had a Time, we 
grant, and own With all our Hearts; but 
was it not before HIS Coming here 
{poken of ? But when his Courſe was 
fulfilled, when Fobn had firſt preached the

Meanings, when the. Lord [fs us fee he 
means. other wiſe; for Pau! ſaid not ſo, 
nor dare any true \Chrifian ſay that Paul 
meant1o; but ſaid what he meant, and 
meant what he ſaid. 

Well, bur ſay you Baptifs, He did 


; Baptize. 
* Ir is true, he did ſome few; but he® 


thanks God they were ſo few : Bur it 
leems, though he did, he did not do 
it by Commillion : For Chriſt ſent me not 


_ to Beptize, (laith he) but to Preach. the 


Goſpel,

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Goſpel. How then ? Why by Permiſſion, 
as he alſo Circumcifed Timothy by Per- 


miſſion, becauſe of the Fews z but nor, 


becauſe Chriſt had commanded it; for 
he had not. | 

Paul himſelf ſaid, If ye (ſpeaking wy 
the Galatians ) be Circumciſed, Chriſt ſhall 
profit ye nothing z yer took that Liberty 


for a particular End, becauſe of the 


7ews, to do that particular A&. He 
allo obſerved the Law, and went un- 
der feyen days Purification, and had an 
Offering brought according to the Law; 
but not becauſe it was commanded by- 
Chriſt, for Chriſt had not commanded 
it; but becauſe of the Fews : Yea, and 
had ( had he not?) another time his 
Head ſhorn, and was under a Vow. 
Much might be ſaid, that was done by 
the Apoſtles, that was not commanded 
by Chriſt; nor that they left no Com« 
mand to after-Ages to obſerve. _ 
But it's alſo clear in A&s 26. 15, 16, 
17, 18, that Paul had no ſuch word, in 
his Commillion, as to Baptize into Water : 
Fer I Maid the Lord) have appeared unto 
thee, for this end or purpoſe, To make thee 
a Miniſter and a Witneſs, both of theſe 
things which thou haſt ſeen, and of theſe 
” things 
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things in the which I will appear unto thee : 
Delivering thee from the People, and from 
the Gentiles, unto whom now I ſend thee: 
Mark, What to do ? Not to Baptize in- 
to Water ; he mentions no ſuch thing ; 
No: - But To open their Eyes, and to turn 
them from Darkneſs to Light, and from the 
Power of Satan unto God, that they may 
receive Forgiveneſs of Sins, and an Inheri- 
tance 'among#f them that are Sartified by 
Faith that xs in me. This was Paul's 
Commiſſion, if we may lo call ir, as he 
himſelf cells the King Agrippa; but here 
is not one Word of Water-Baptiſm, or 
Not Only to Baptize, as you Baptiſts ſay. 
But if you have no better Weapons than 
theſe, theſe are too ſhort to fave your 
Heads, 
But to proceed : You till fay, The 
Apoſtles did Baptize. | 
Peter ſaid, in the Second of the 4&s, 
REPENT, and be BAPTIZED, every one 
of you, in the NAME, mark, of Feſus 
Chriſt, for the Remiſſion of Sins, and ye 
ſhall receive the Gift of the HolyggGhoſt 3 
( this Baptiſm, being for the Remiſſion 
of Sins upon Repentance, was neceſla- 
\ Iy to Salvation; but fo is not yours ) 
for the PROMISE, mark, is unto you. 
| But 
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But the Promiſe was not WATER- 


BAPTISM ; but, Ye ſhall be Baptized 


| with the Holy Ghoſt, ſaid the Lord Je- 


ſus, by way of Promiſe. And this is that 
which was ſpoken by the Prophet, Foe! 
2.28, And it ſhall come to paſs in the laſt 
Days, ſaith God, T will pour out of my Spirit 
upon all Fleſh, mark, Was not this the 
Promiſe of God to them, and their 
Children; and to all that are a-far off, 
and ſo on ? 

And in Verſe 21. Then they that glad- 
ly received the Word, were Baptized , and 
THE SAME DAY were added unto them 
Three Thouſand Souls ; mark ye, The ſame 
Day : It was a great Number to be Bap- 
tized into Water, as you do, all of one 
Day, if it was ſo: But it is not here 
fo ſaid, nor mention made of Water in 
this Chapter ; fo rhat this place will not 
carry your Matter you would lay on 
it ; for all theſe (ir's laid) continued fted- 


faſtly in the Apoſtles Dofrine;, and their 


DPoRtrine, I hope, you will own was 
for Chriſt : IF any Preach any other Do- 
Frine, than what m already Preached, or 
lzy any other Foundation, than that which 
is already laid, let him be accurſed: We 
Preach Chriſt (laith Paul) to the Jews @ ' 
Fs Os Stumbling | 
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| Stumbling-block,& to the Greeks Fooliſhneſs; 


but unto them that believe, Chriſt, the Wiſ- 


dom of God, and the Power of God, It was 
Chriſt they Preached. 

But fay you, Philip Baptized the Eu- 
nuch, and the Gaoler was Baptized, and 


Cornelius, and thoſe with him, Peter com-. 


manded to be Baptized in the Name of the 
Lord; and (ſay you Baptiſts) when was 
that Command repealed ? 

T Anſwer; Though it was a Com- 
mand, yet it was but Peter's Com- 
mand ; and Peter had not all revealed 
to him at firſt, but was ignorant of 
things that were afterwards revealed; 
and fo were the reſt of the Apoflles : 


Witneſs Peter's Viſion, and the Apoſtles 


blaming Peter for going to the Gentiles, 
becauſe they yet ſaw not into that fore- 
rold Myſtery, nor many before them 
faw it not; but it was revealed in the 
Lord's time to them, how that the Gen= 
tiles ſhould be Fellow- Heirs, and partakers 
of the ſame Glory. But you cannot prove 
that Peter's Command was obeyed : He 
commanded them (it is true) to be 
Baptized ; and if they were, his Com- 
mand was fulfilled : Bur who com- 
manded you, or ſent you? Shew us 
your 


| the World's end; No, no: It was the » "Y 
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your Commiſſion : For Peter did nor, 


any where, that I can find, Command, . 
That Water-Baptiſm ſhould be chſerved to 


Baptiſm of Chriſt Jeſus, with the Holy 
Ghoſt and: Fire, that was, and is, and 
will be to the end, Eſtabliſhed and 
Commanded in Mat. 28. by Chriſt. 
And though the Apoſtles did make 
uſe of Fohn's: Baptiſm, yer they laid 
no ſtreſs upon 'us, that were to come 
after them, to uſe it; neither was it 
dE by Chriſt for them to 
ule. | 
But come, May not I fay, That they 
ſaw not to the end of Fob»'s Baptiſm, 
(though Fcbn had plainly ſaid, I muſt 
Decreaſe ) no more than they faw th 
coming of the Gentiles, till it was ſhew- 
ed by a Viſion; (and that though Chriſt 
had ſaid, That the True Worſhip: was in 
Spirit and in Truth, yet that-they ſaw 
not through the Outward Worſhip 2 *®2 
And haye I not more ground for ir, : 
than you have for Pau!'s NOT ON- 
LY 2) *Bart if you were in the Light, 
you would fee, that the Apoſtles did 
{ce but in part, and no farther than it 
was revealed unto them, no more than 
we do now. But 
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But though we ſhould ſay, that they 
did fee unto-the end of Fobn's Bapriſm, 
* and unto the end of all vifi;le things, as 
» I know they did in time, as 7 ſhall prove 
hereafter; yet alcho they mighr,rhey that 
were daily added, mizhr have fumbled, 
had they denied them that of Fobz's Bap- 
tiſm, except they alſo had feen into the 
Mind of God wich them inthis Matter ; 
for they were but Enterers in as little 
Children, and not grown up to Man's 
Stare at firſt, bur went from ſtrength to 
ſtrength in the Spirir of the Lord; and ſo 
the Apoſtles could rake Liberty, for the 
furcherance of the Goſpel, to uſe Fohn's 
Diſpenſation,but were above it themſclves, | 
our from under it's Command, in the.

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And yet took that Liberty in the Spirit, 
becauſe of the Weakneſs of their yet 
Childifh Capacities, ro. ſubmic to ther 
Weakneſs in many things that belong- 
ed unto the Law, as well as in this of 
7obn's, And is. it not alſo clear, That 
the Apoſtle would not yet ſeem to lay the 
Building, if I may ſo callit, of Fobn waſte, 
until they bad laid and builded on a more ſure 
foundation? Ner wholly preach his Baptiſm 
aſeleſs, nor the Law neither, until ſuch time 
as the Goſpel had got ſome hold of the Peo= 
ple? And then they teſtified of One Lord, 
One Faith, one BAPTISM ; and that by One 
Spirit they were all Baptized into One Body, 
and had been all made to drink into OneSpiritz © 
and that they were made able Miniſters of the 
New Teftament, not of the Leiter, but of the 
Spirit: and came not with words Man's Wiſe 
dom teacheth, but with words the Holy Ghoſt 


teacheth, with which they were now Bapti= | 


zed ; comparing Spiritual things with Spiri= © 
tual, not Carnal, or External or Elemental * 
things with Spiritual, as you doz no, noz 
but Spiritual with Spiritual. Now they 
ſaw by the Revelation of the Spirit, into 
the Myſteries of God's Kingdom, and 
therefore in Heb, 6+ 1. the Apoſtle comes 
in with theſe words, LEAVING (Gi

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he) mark, Leaving the Principles of the Do- 
drive of Chriſt, let us go on unto Perfefion. 
geme, Friends, deal plainly for your 
own Souls Good, and God's Glory, and 
yd not ſhort of him that makes Per- 

, and cleanſeth from all Iniquity ; 
and be perſwaded to come and wait for 
the true Baptiſm of Chriſt, which is with 
the Holy Ghoſt and Fire, that ye may be 
ſanCified and refined, and made every 
Whit whole; for ic is in much Love to 
your Souls that theſe Lines are written, 
by one that deſires your Salvation even 
as his own, and truly breathes for the 
Proſperity of Zion, and the eſtabliſhment 
of Truch and Righteouſneſs. 

Buc now fome may. Obje&, and fay, 
That the Apofles could not have left them, 
if they had not been in them, or in the Uſe 
of them. 

I Anſwer, True, they had ſo; and had 
alſo-beenin the Uſe of thoſe things the 
Law had required ; but mark, A! theſe 
could not make Perfe&}; the Law made no- 


thing Perfett (ſaid the Apoſtle) as pertain- 


ing to the Conſcience. And the Baptiſm of 


» John (fay you ) was but @ Type : Now 
If the Type could make Perfect, then 
there would have been no need n _ 

ub- 
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Subſtance; for if Perfetion had been by the © 
Levitical Prieſthood, ther werily Righteouſ- 
neſs would have been by the Law : And 
now ſay I, If John's Baptiſm could have 
taken, or have waſhed away Sin, then vet 
ly Righteouſneſs would have been by John"; 
I mean, that Men would have been then - 
by it -made perfe&tly and' truly Righte- 
ous: But Fohn himſelf Preached no ſuch 
thing by himſelf; but ſaid, I am net he, 
but behold him, the Lamb of God, that takes 
away-the Sins of the World; this is be of 
whom I ſpake, onginmightier than I cometh, 
he muſt increaſe ;.of the increaſe of his Go= © 
vernment and Kingdom there ſhall be no end. 

_ And therefore ſaith the Apoſtle, 
| LEAVING, which word therefore ſeems 
to entail the foregoing words in the 
Chapter before, where he had been tell- 
ing them of their Childiſhneſs (he men- 
tions the Do&rine of Bapti/m which can- 
not prove the Impoſing of Water-Baptiſm 
any more than all the reſt) and was now 
for bringing them on to a further Stare, 
where they might know PerfeCtion, and 
have Meat that would fatisfie, true Bread, 
that comes down from Heaven, and im- 
powers tobe Sons of Gad. Andirſeems 
Clear to me, that there was ſome _—

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for thoſe things, they had fo long lain 
like Children weak, and like Babes in, 
to be left Therefore LEAVING theſe, let 
us go on 10 Perfeftion; and faith further, 
this will we do, if God permit : Butif they 
had been commanded by Chriſt to have 


been uſed to the-Worlds end, then why 


ſhould Paul (for ſo I call that Author) 
have been ſo earneſt at thar day, which 
was {ſoon after Chriſt's Aſcenſion, fo have 
had them then to leave them, and to go 
onto a more:Manful, Powerful, Perfect 
State? So that it is verytclear to all whoſe 
Eyes the Lord opened, that though the

concerning Meats; -and ' other things, 
that they did by Permiſſion, and not by 
Commiſſion from Chriſt, I ſay, their In- 
tents in alf theſe were never co eſtabliſh 
them with Chriſt Jefus, to abide as long 
as the World laſted ; No, bur after _

had held them in hand, in order to get 
them on, they rook all occaſtons they
